WATER WORKS 


Who says you can't make a splash in the Midwest? RedEye breaks it down

Hilal Tamrat doesn’t work at the Shedd Aquarium, but she has swum in the 
building’s Caribbean Reef tank. 

Last year, the Edgewater resident, 29, signed up for the Shedd’s underwater 
photography class, which culminated with a scuba diving session among the 70 
species of fish that live in the 90,000-gallon tank. Besides focusing on camera 
techniques, students got a briefing from the aquarium’s dive safety officer on 
how to deal with curious fish that are used to being fed by divers. They also 
learned how to handle some of the tank’s scarier residents, which include sharp- 
toothed moral eels and hammerhead sharks. 

“It was awesome,” Tamrat said. “I was taking pictures of the sharks and they 


didn’t even flinch.” 

Tamrat’s unusual underwater experience started even earlier last year when 
she decided she wanted to learn how to scuba dive. She discovered Chicago’s 
Underwater Safaris in Lakeview, a shop that claims to be the city’s only 
Professional Association of Divers Instructors center with an in-store pool, 
and took lessons from a certified instructor. While it wasn’t the coral reefs of 
Mexico, she did learn the basics from the shop at 2950 N. Lincoln Ave.

Croc roll

The scene; There's nothing like some- 
thing for nothing to get 
people’s attention. So when Wicker 
Park bar Crocodile opened in 
December offering 9-inch pirz^ 
samples to anyone at the bar, it had 
ours— and the neighborhood's, Tn six 
months, the bar has easily slipped into 
its role as another Milwaukee Avenue 
go-to spot. 

With a gimmick like complimen- 
tary piz^a, Crocodile never has had 
much trouble getting people in the 
door after work and on weekends. But 
what if there was no shtick, which is 
the case during brunch? Beibre you 
tunc out and head directly for any of 
the dozen or so other brunch spots 
within easy walking distance of the 
Mdwaukee-North-Damen intersec- 
tion, know that Crocodile has an 
answer: really really cheap pizza. 

Tf you show up for brunch, which 
launched last weekend, expect to 
run into the usual cross-section of 


twenty- and thirtysome things who 
trod Milwaukee Avenue on a weekend 
afternoon. It's a relaxed crowd, and if 
you're content to watch TV at the bar, 
sun yourself at one of the few sidewalk 
rabies or haul out the laptop irt a sunny 
window scat, you’ll fit right in. 

The ojlslne; Crocodile c>nly does 
one thing for brunch: 9 -inch, thin- 
crust pizza. But as we mentioned, 
there's no such thing as ircc bniiich. 
You have to pay for these pizzas, 

Wl^ac you pay however, is pocket 
change. (Well, the 2009 version of 
pocket change— it's the equivalent of 
the handliil of singles you got back on 
the $20 you handed the bartender for 
your last round on Saturday night.) 
The pizzas, which are enough to satis- 
fy an average appetite though perhaps 
not enough to satisfy the average zoo- 
pound guy; are $3-$ j each. 

At these prices, we weren’t expect- 
ing much. And weren't disap- 
pointed. The super- thin crust 'za, just 
big enough to cut into quarters, was 



cooked just fine and topped with a 
peribctly acceptable assortment of 
breakfast foods. 

The Olivia’s pizza ($5), topped with 
diced ham, green onions, mozza- 
rella and a poached egg, is among the 
heartiest of the bunch, right up there 
with the Sailorman ($5), with mozza- 
rella, ricotta, spinach and a fried egg. 
The cheapest options {^3 each) marry 
pizza and greasy spoon classics: scram- 
bled egg-bacon-cheese and scrambled 


egg-ha m-t'heese. Go for one of these 
or the Breakfast CJub (S4), topped 
with bacon, tomato, scrambled eggs, 
mozzarella and potatoes, if you want 
to avoid a runny yolk that can rum an 
already delicate crust to mush. 

Best brimch in town? Far from it. 
Bur it’s a strong contender i'or the 
cheapest.

MINNEAPOLIS As fitness fads go, CrossFit 
is something of a wonder. Invented in the 
1980s, the discipline’s intense and odd- 
ball regimens remained underground for 
years. Participants did hundreds of pul- 
lups a week and ran sprints followed by 
power lifting. They heaved tractor tires 
to develop explosive strength. 

Experimentation, intensity and a dis- 
regard for conventional exercise wisdom 
were touted hallmarks of the CrossFit 
crowd, which grew inside police forces 
and military squads. Since 2005, the 
discipline has caught fire with everyday 
exercisers, and CrossFit Inc., based in 
Washington, D.C., now touts more than 
1,000 affiliated gyms across the country 

“There is a proven method behind 
the madness,” said Damian Hirtz, who 
opened CrossFit Minnesota in 2007. 

A Brazilian jujitsu black belt, Hirtz 
creates a custom workout of the day— 
“WOD” in CrossFit parlance— six times 
a week. The workouts range from 15-min- 
ute barbell frenzies to endurance days 
where participants go for 45 minutes in 
search of their physiological limits. 

Each workout gets a name— “Fran” or 
“Murph,” for example. They mix strength 
and aerobic regimens in sets that might 
involve pullups, box jumps, running, 
medicine ball throws, situps and squats. 
Some days feature laps around a parking 
lot with a PVC pipe held overhead. 

“You can’t do this stuff at a regular 
health club without getting weird looks,” 
said Sally Rodgers, 48, who quit a large 
franchise gym to join CrossFit. 

Like thousands of CrossFitters nation- 
wide, Rodgers, who has two grown sons 
involved in the activity, can go to the 
CrossFit Web site (crossfit.com) for a 
free daily WOD. These boot camp-style 
workouts can be done at home or in a 
gym. 

A common WOD is easy to follow. 
“Kelly,” one workout, is five rounds of 
each of these activities: running 400 
meters, 30 box jumps (on and off a 2-foot- 
high box) and 30 medicine ball shots with 
a 20 -pound ball. 

Rodgers and her sons— one in 
Pittsburgh, one in Seattle— compare 
times and splits. “It’s fun to try and beat 
them,” she said.

What kind of company would try to start 
a new search engine now? Years after most 
people have grown accustomed to plugging 
queries into Google or, less often, Yahoo, any- 
body hoping to shake up that state of affairs 
had better bring both persistence and a pile of 
cash to the table. 

In other words, it might help to be Microsoft, 
which launched a search engine called Bing 

(bing.com) last week. 

f Bing search results include a clever 
bonus: a preview of each page’s text 
that appears when you float the cur- 
sor to the right of each result. But if 
you position the cursor in the wrong place, you 
won’t even see the vertical line and orange circle 
that are meant to cue you about this feature’s 
existence. 


Bing suffers from some handicaps, starting 
with one whose initials happen to spell out: 
“But It’s Not Google.” Yet it works fairly well as 
a general-purpose search engine, outperforms 
competitors in a couple of areas and makes a 
major contribution to mobile Web searching. 
There’s something to see here, and it’s not just 
the hype that $100 million or so of marketing 
can buy 

Here are five more things you might not 
know about Bing. 

Like Google, Bing uses “geoloca- 
tion” technology to serve up results 
in your neighborhood, as deter- 
mined by your computer’s Internet 
Protocol address. But while it had no problem 
suggesting nearby dining options in response to 
the general query of “burrito,” it couldn’t locate 
a specific restaurant by name that Google cor- 
rectly placed on the map. 


Note that your IP address will 
remain in Microsoft’s log of your 
search for the next 18 months. In 
comparison, Google starts to anon- 
ymize its log data after nine months, and Tahoo 
only waits 90 days to wipe its records. 

Bing’s travel search benefits from 
the Larecast site Microsoft bought 
last year, which uses a database of 
airfares to generate predictions of 
an itinerary’s cost. Tbu can then sift through 
available routings by numerous trip criteria, 
such as landing or layover times (though the 
consistently excellent Kayak.com offers still 
more flexibility). 

Like other Internet search sites, 
Bing offers image- and video-spe- 
cific modes.
